Each Chief was accompanied by some of hig 
nearest relatives and principal Officers of State. 

On arrival and departute the Maharajah of 
Puttiala received a salute of seventeen Guns, the 
Rajah of Jheend and Nabha, eleven Guns each, 
and the Nawab of Mahlier Kotila nine Guna, 

At noon, on the same day, all the above Chiefs, 
with their relations and attendants, andalso the 
other Sirdars and principal Native Residents of 
the Cis-Sutlej States, were received by the Viceroy 
and Governor General in public Durbar. His 
Excellency the Commander.in-Chief and the 
Chief Civil and Military Officers of Umballa and. 
the neighbouring Districts were present. 

When all were assembled the Vicoroy and 
Governor General entered and took. his seat under 
a Royal Salute. 

After each Native Chief and Gentlemen present 
had been introduced to His Excellency and pre- 
sented the customary offerings Hie Excellency 
addressed the assembled Chiefs in the following 
words :— 

* Cotontt Duranxn,—I Bre that you will express 
“ to the Native Gentlemen who are. assembled here 
“my regret that Iam unable to address them in 
« their own language, and inform them that T am 
“charged by Her Majesty the Queen to convey to 
* them the assurance of Her Majesty’s high appre- 
“ciation of the loyalty and devotion to Her 
* Majesty’s Person and Government, which has 
“been exhibited on various occasions by the Sikh 
© Rulers and people. 

‘‘ Not many days ago it was my pleasing duty 
“to determine that the Medal granted to Her 
 Majesty’s Troops who were engaged at Delbie 
“in 1857 should be conferred on the followers of | 
“the Sikh Chiefs who took part in tho noblo 
“ achievements of that period, and I can person-— 
“ally bear testimony to the good services: of the
